DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lepley et 
al. (US/5,623,209). 

3. Lepley et al. discloses a capacitor discharge ignition device comprising: a 
capacitor (1 0) that is charged by a power source (1 1 ) and stores charge to produce 
ignition energy; 

ignition coils (13) that receive charge released from the capacitor on a primary 
side (13A) and generate a high voltage on a secondary side (13B); 

a switching element (12) for causing the capacitor to release the charge stored 
therein to the ignition coils; 

ignition timing control means (15) that receives a signal (16, 17) corresponding to 
a crank angle of an internal combustion engine and supplies an ignition signal to the 
switching element; 

and circuit abnormality detecting means (23) that receives a signal from the 
ignition timing control means (15) , sets a capacitor voltage measurement time (19, 20), 
and judges for a circuit abnormality on the basis of a voltage of the capacitor measured 
at the capacitor measurement time by comparing the measured voltage of the capacitor 
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with a preset judgment reference voltage which is measured accordingly corresponding 
to a rotation speed of the internal combustion engine due to it's dependence on crank 
angle pulse signal. As for claims 4 and 5 the voltage is measured during both those 
times see column 3 lines 30-67.
